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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
Nakamura et al U.S. Pat. No. 4,876, 571 discloses a copying machine including a sheet 
in which bar codes corresponding to various copying modes are printed, a bar code 
reader for reading the bar codes from the sheet. 

JP404216256A, Fujimoto, Tomoko discloses a charge rate display system. 
IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin TDB-ACC-NO: NN9503273 discloses a track follow 
integrator pre-charge prediction utilizing an averaged integrator value. 
However, neither Makamura nor Fujimoto and IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin 
singularly or in combination fail to anticipate or render obvious the recited feature: 
As per claims 1 , 22 and 27 "the embedded code containing a rate code for calculating a 
charge for presenting the message in the digital content, calculating the charge based 
on the rate code and the counted number of times the message is presented to a user". 
As per claims 17 and 38 " a mechanism, remote from the monitoring means, for sending 
an authentication message to the monitoring means on a fixed time basis, wherein the 
monitoring means is adapted to disable the counting means when the monitoring means 
does not receive the authentication message on the fixed time basis".
